S.O, 1018. — With a view to accommodate the request of 
the Ncyveli Lignite Corporation Limited, in respect of the 
use of Special Type Slcwablc Spreader Bau 320 and Special 
Type 1 1 KV and 400 V Flexible Cable, the use of which re- 
quired; — 

L transmission and use of 11 KV engery with the 
portable transformer of the Spreader. 

2 special type of 11 KV rubbej insulated multicore 
(the earth core being uninsulated), rubber shea- 
thed, but unarmoured and unscreened flexible 
training cable provided with special type of con- 
ducting rubber of a total length of 900 metres. 

3. A portable 11 KV/433 Volts, 3 Phase main power 

transformer, mounted on the portable spreader, 
for supply of 3 Phase, 400 Volts energy to the an- 
cillary equipments and drives, together with 11 
KV insolatcd switches and oil circuit breakers. 

4. unarmouicd and unscreened 3 eoie, 400 Volts 

flexible cable in permanent fixture, generally in 
conduits except in certain parts, where the cable 
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could not be encased in metallic casing to permit 
the movement of the swings booms and all other 
parts. 

5. four core unarmoured or unscreened, 400 Volts, 
trailing cable for supply of energy to the driving 
motors of the movable tripper which is close 
associate of and electrically intei locked with the 
system in use for the ancillary equipments and 
drives of the slewable spreader. 

the Central Government, in exercise of the power conferred 
on them by sub-rule (2) of rule 133 of the Indian Electri- 
city Rules, 1956, hereby direct, that the — 

1. Proviso (a) to Rule 118. 

2. Clause (a) sub-rule (1) of Rule 119. 

3. Sub-Rule (g) of Rule 122. 

4. Sub -Rules (5), (6) and (7) of Rule 123, 

of the said Rules shall be relaxed subject to the following 
conditions. 

(a) the 11 KV system in conjunction with the spreader 

transformer shall be controlled by a circuit breaker 
of requisite over-current protection and provided 
with suitable earthleakage protections. 

(b) the 11 KV trailing flexible cables shall be attached 

at ends by suitable bolted type connectors. 

(c) No unauthorised person shall handle the flexible 

trailing cable. Any damage noticed on the cable 
shall be forthwith properly repaired by vulcanising 
or the cable replaced. 

(d) the trailing flexible cable at 11 KV shall be ade- 
quately protected from mechanical damages and 
the same should be kept clear of all obstruction 
and vehicle traffic. 

(e) the 11 KV trailing flexible cable shall be examined 

once in 24 hours by a competent person. 

(f) the earth continuity should be ensured and main- 

tained us far ns possible at low resistance. 

(g) the 400 Volts system should be covered by suitable 

earthleakage protection. 

(b) the 400 Volts flexible trailing cables, cithci in con- 
duits or un-cased in use in the spreader or the 
tripper, should be adequately taken care of for 
mechanical damages. 

(i) the lay-out of these cables shall not encounter any 

obstruction. Any damage noticed anywhere in 
these flexible cables should be forthwith efficiently 
vulearnised or the portion replaced. These shall be 
attached to all ends by means of bolted type plug 
connectors. 

(j) earth continuity of the 400 Volts system should be 

ensured and maintained at a low resistance. 

(k) the entire electrical installation including the 

flexible trailing cables used in the system at 11 
KV 400 Volts or at 110 Volts shall be 
adequately supei vised by competent persons only 
authorised in this behalf and competent persons 
should regularly inspect the systems so as to ob- 
viate any danger.

AWARD 

This is a reference under section 10(l)(d) of the Indus- 
trial Disputes Act, 1947 and arises out of Order No, L- 
2012(36) /72-LR.1I, dated New Delhi, the 11th July, 1972, 
passed by the Central Government, Ministry of Labour and 
Rehabilitation, in respect of an industrial dispute between 
the parties mentioned above, The subject matter of the 
dispute has been specified in the schedule to the said order 
and runs as follows 

" v Whether the demand of the Bihar Koyla Mazdoor 
Sabha, Post Office Bhowra, District Dhanbad that 
Shri Safait, Tracto-Shovel, Operator, Central Coal 
Washing Plant of Messrs, Tata Iron and Steel 
Company Limited, Jamadoba, Post Office, Jcalgora, 
District Dhanbad be permanently employed as a 
Bull Dozer Operator with immediate effect in the 
scale of pay of Rs, 245 — 440 is justified? If so, 
to what relief he is entitled?” 

2. The present reference was received in the office of the 
Tribunal on 15-7-1972 and usual notices were issued to 
the parties. Written statement of the workmen dated 
12-8-1972 was received on 17-8-1972 and was placed on the 
record. Written stalement-cum-rcjoinder on behalf of the 
employer dated 25-9-1972 wax received in the office of the 
’Tribunal on the same day and was placed on the record. 

3. On 5-10-1972 nine items of documents were filed on 
behalf of the employers. Again on 20-12-1972 one item 
of document was filed by Shri S. S. Mukherjee, appearing 
for the employers and finally on 15-2-1973 another item of 
document was filed on behalf of the employers. Two items 
of documents which had been called for by the workmen 
trom the employers were also filed on 15-2-1973. On 
12-3-1973 four items of documents were filed on behalf 
of the workmen by Shri Ram Mitra. Neither party admit- 
ted any document filed by the opposite party. 

4. The case of the workmen, as contained in their written 
statement, put briefly, is that the concerned workman, Shri 
Safait has been working at Jamadoba Central Coal Wash- 
ing Plant belonging to M/s. Tata Iron and Steel Co. Ltd,, 
as a Tracto Shovel Operator and that he was originally 
appointed as a Tracto Shovel Helper and worked in that 
capacity on temporary basis for about 10 years and gained 
good experience about the job of Tracto Shovel Operator 
and after completing 10 years as a temporary Tracto Shovf. 
Operator Shri Safait has been working regularly on a per- 
manent post Tracto Shovel Operator otherwise known as 
Bull Dozer Operator for the last six years. The concerned 
workman submitted several applications to the management 
for being placed as a permanent Tracto Shovel Operator — 
Bull Dozer Operator but the management did not accede to 
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bis demand, although it paid to the concerned workman 
the difference of wages between the wages of Tracto Shovel 
Helper and that of Tracto Shovel Operator, or Bull Dozer 
Operator. According to the workmen the job of Tracto 
Shovel Operator and Bull Dozer Operator is the same and 
the wage scale is also the same. The management, by 
keeping the concerned workman tn the pay scale of a Tracto 
Shovel Helper has deprived the workman benefits of money 
and other facilities applicable to the post of a Bull Dozer 
Operator. In paragraph 7 of the workmen’s written state- 
ment it is stated that the concerned workman has been 
continuously working as a Bull Dozer Operator for the last 
six years and has fulfilled all the conditions to be employ- 
ed permanently as a Bull Dozer Operator in +be pay scale 
of Rs. 245 — -Rs, 440, The workmen therefore claim that 
Shri Safait be put on permanent basis in the grade of 
Rs, 245 — Rs. 440 — with yearly increment by the manage- 
ment 

5. The management’s case, as contained in its written 
state ment-cum-re joinder is that the Central Coal Washing 
Plant of M/s, Tata Iron and Steel Company Ltd., Jamadoba 
is registered under the Factories Act and is an independent 
establishment for which the appropriate Government is not 
the Central Government and, as such, the present reference 
is incompetent. The demand of the workman for Shri 
Safait being permanently employed as Bull Dozer Operator 
is not a condition of service the workman and that Shri 
Safait was employed as a Tracto Shovel Helper which is 
his substantive post. For temporary periods the concern- 
ed workman was required to work as Tracto Shovel Opera- 
tor and during the periods that he worked as Tracto Shovel 
Operator he was paid the difference between his pay as 
Tracto Shovel Helper and the pay of Tracto Shovel Opera- 
tor as extra remuneration. It is admitted by the manage- 
meht in paragraph 8 of its written statement that a Tracto 
Shovel Operator is also called Bull Dozer Operator. It is 
denied by the management that Shri Safait worked as 
Tracto Shovel Operator for about 10 years temporarily or 
regularly in a permanent post for the last six years, In 
paragraph 10 of the management’s written statement it is 
stated that the concerned workman, on various dates, applied 
for being permanently absorbed as a Tracto Shovel Opera- 
tor but the management could not accede to his request as 
there was no permanent vacancy. On account of exigencies 
of circumstances the Coal Washing Plant of the manage- 
ment obtains sanction fC7 appointment of Tracto Shovel 
Operator for temporary t >eriods but since the substantive 
post of the concerned workman is that of Tracto Shovel 
Helper and since he worked as Tracto Shovel Operator 
against temporary sanction, the concerned workman is not 
entitled to any relief. 

6. Shri S, S, Mukherjee appearing on behalf of the 
management examined Shri Iqbal Mahmood as M.W. 1 
who stated that he was an Engineer attached to the Central 
Coal Washing Plant since 1963 and worked in that capa- 
city till 1970 after which he has been working as the 
Manager of the Central Coal Washing Plant. The witness 
does not possess any Mine Manager’s certificate of com- 

etency. Shri Iqbal Mahmood, M.W. 1 stated that Dr. 
afi was the Manager of the Central Coal Washing Plant 
prior to the witness becoming the Manager and Dr, Safi 
also did not possess any mine Managers certificate. The 
Central Coal Washing Plant is registered under the Fac- 

tories Act, The witness was shown the registration certi- 
ficate signed by the Chief Inspector of Factories, Bihar and 
proved the same. The certificate given by the Chief Ins- 
pector of Bihar was marked Ext. Ml. According to Iqbal 
Mahmood the Central Coal Washing Plant is not attached 
to any particular mine but it washes coal of all the six 
collieries of the Tata Iron and Steel Co. Ltd., and the 
coal washed in the Washing Plant is not sold but is sent 
to Jamshedpur Factory belonging to Tata’s. On merits of 
the reference the witness stated that he knows Shri Safait 
the concerned workman who is a Tracto Shovel Helper. 
Shri Safait also worked as Tracto Shovel 'Operator, The 
witness denied that Shri Safait worked as a Tracto Shovel 
Operator continuously for about six years and further stated 
that in a job of temporary nature the sanction was asked 
for from the Chief Mining Engineer and against that sanc- 
tion Tracto Shovel Operator was temporarily appointed. 
According to the witness all the Tracto Shovel Helpers used 
to work as Tracto Shovel Operators temporarily. The wit- 
ness was shown the letters sanctioning temporary appoint- 
ment of Tracto Shovel Operators and stated that these letters 


were signed by the then Chief Mining Engineer, Shri 
R. N. Sharma and two letters were signed by Shri H. 
Neogi. The witness stated thtat he is acquainted with the 
signatures of Shri R. N. Sharma and Shri Neogi. The 
letters were marked Exta. M 2 to M 10, According to the 
witness there are two permanent Tracto Shovel Operators 
in the Coal Washing Plant. The witness was shown a 
letter addressed to the Assistant Labour Commissioner by 
Shri R. N. Sharma the then Chief Mining Engineer. This 
letter was marked Ext, M 11. 


7. In cross-examination by Shri Ram Mitra Shri Iqbal 
Mahmood, M.W. 1 stated that coal is not purchased from 
the collieries other than the six collieries belonging to 
Tata’s and that the coal washed by the Central Coal Wash- 
ing Plant is not sold to any outside parly. The Central 
Coal Washing Plant does not purchase coal of the six 

collieries belonging to Tata's. The witness denied that the 
Central Coal Washing Plant is situate in the premises of 
the Jamadoba Colliery of M/s. Tata Tron and Steel Co. 
and stated that the Chief Mining Engineer of the Tata Iron 
& Steel Company Limited collieries is the Chief Executive 
Officer of the Central Coal Washing Plant and that it is 
true that the Chief Mining Engineer used to issue letters to 
the employees of the Central Coal Washing Plant as Chief 
Mining Engineer and not as Chief Executive Officer. The 
witness stated that the services of the employees of the 

Central Coal Washing Plant are transfcrrable to the collier- 
ies and stated that it is possible that the employees of 
the collieries sometime worked in the Central Washing 

Plant and further stated that the standing orders applicable 
to the employees of the colliery are also applicable to the 
workmen of Central Coal Washing Plant. The witness 

admitted that the employees of the Central Coal Washing 

Plant are members of the Coal Mines Provident Fund 
Scheme. The service conditions of the employees of the 

Central Coal Washing Plant are governed by the service 

conditions of the employees of the colliery and the collier- 

ies of Tata Iron and Steel Co. Limited and the Central 
Coal Washing Plant belongs to the same management. 
The Chief Mining Engineer is the Chief Mining Engineer 
of both the collieries and the Central Coal Washing Plant 
and for dismissing an employee of the Central Coal Wash- 
ing Plant, the sanction of the Chief Mining Engineer is 
necessary. Regarding Ext. M. 2 to M, 10, in cross-exami- 
nation, M.W. 1 stated that these are letters of inter-dep art- 
mental communication and are not confidential letters, 


8. Shri Ram Mitra, appearing for the workmen, examin- 
ed the concerned workman, Shri SafajJ, W.W. 1 who qtated 
that the letter dated 8-4-1965 was signed by Shri R. N. 
Sharma, the then Chief Mining Engineer and that the 
witness recognises his signatures. The letter was marked 
Ext. W. 1. Ext. W. 1 was addressed to the concerned 
workman by the Chief Mining Engineer, Letter dated 
1-9-1969 addressed to the witness was also signed by Shri 
R. N. Sharma, the then Chief Mining Engineer. This letter 
was marked Ext, W. 2. The letter dated 27-7-1967 was 
addressed to the witness by Dr. Safi, the then Manager of 
the Central Coal Washing Plant, Jamadoba. The witness 
knows his signature. This was marked Ext. W 3. A letter 
dated 6-9-1971 addressed to W.W. 1 was signed by the 
Chairman, Group Joint Grievance Committee No. 3. The 
witness stated that he did not know the name of the officer 
who signed the letter but the latter dated 6-9-U971 was also 
signed by Iqbal Mahmood, M.W, 1 whose signature the 
Witness recognises. The letter was marked Ext. W. 4. Shri 
Safait further stated that he has been working in the Cen- 
tral Coal Washing PJant for about 26 years and has been 
working as Bull Dozer Operator for the last 15 years and 
out of these 15 years he continuously worked as a shovel 
operator for 7 years and while working as a Bull Dozer 
Operator he use to get acting allowance. The witness 

applied to the management for being made a permanent 
Bull Dozer Operator but the management did not accede 
to the request and stated that there was no vacancy. Shri 
Safait stated that he used to work sometime in the Central 
Coal Washing Plant and sometime in the colliery, namely 

Siiua and Malkera Colliery and the Manager of the Coal 
Washing Plant used to send the witness for work from 

Coal Washing Plant to the colliery. The witness worked 

in the Central Coal Washing Plant on a permanent job. 
There are three Bull Dozers in the Plant and whenever the 
services of the witness was required in the colliery he 
used to be transferred to the colliery along with the Bull 
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Dozer but the management did not give the witness any- 
thing in writing to prove that he was working on n per- 
manent basis as a Bull Dozer Operator or only on leave 
vacancy. 

9. In cross-examination by Shri Mukherjee, appearing for 
the employers, Shri Safait stated that in case of a grievance 
by any workman an application is submitted under the 
Grievance Procedure and the grievance is then taken up 
in the Group Joint Grievance Committee. The witness 
does not know whether the Group Joint Grievance Com- 
mittee is represented by a representative of the workmen 
and also of the management. The witness docs not know 
if the Group Joint Grievance Committee refused to con- 
sider his grievance. The witness admitted that he does not 
possess any documentary proof to show that he worked 
continuously as a Tracto Shovel Operator and stated' that 
he did not file any application before the Assistant Labour 
Commissinoner (C) complaining that he had been denied 
the post of permanent shovel operator although he had 
been working continuously in that post for several years. 
Shri Safait stated that he fias been paid the acting allow- 
ance for the periods during which he worked as Tracto 
Shovel Operator and also stated that there are three Bull 
Dozers of Tracto Shovel Operator of which two are work- 
ing and one was kept for the stand by. At present only 
one Bull Dozer is working. W.W. 1 stated that he appear- 
ed in a trade test held by the management for the appoint- 
ment as Shovel operator but did not receive any intima- 
tion that he had passed the test. Mohammed and Muslim 
are the two permanent shovel operators. The witness 
denied that he worked as a tracto shovel operator only 
when occasion arose. 

10. I will now discuss briefly the documents produced by 

the parties. Ext. M 1 is a document issued by the Govern- 
ment of Bihar, Factory Inspection Department and is sign- 
ed by the Chief Inspector of Factories, Bihar and is dated 
22-12-1970, This document names “Central Washery” as 
the Factory, Jamadoba, Dhanbad. Ext. M 2 is dated 
30/31-7-1969 and is addressed to the Manager, Central 
Coal Washing Plant, Jamadoba by the Chief Mining 
Engineer regarding temporary sanction for a Bull Dozer 
Operator. Ext. M 3 is another letter dated October 7/8, 
1969 addressed to the Manager, Coal Washing Plant, 
Jamadoba by the Chief Mining Engineer regarding tem- 
porary sanction for a Bull Dozer Operator. Ext, M 4 is 
another letter dated 28/29-11-1969 addressed to Manager 
Washing Plant by the Chief Mining Engineer and Ext, M 5 
is a letter dated 12/16-3-1970 regarding sanction for Bull 
Dozer Operator and was issued by the Chief Mining 
Engineer. Ext. M 6 is a letter dated 1/3-6-1970 addressed 
to the Manager, Coal Washing Plant* Jamadoba by the 
Chief Mining Engineer regarding sanction for appointment 
of Bull Dozer Operator. Ext, M 7 is to the same effect 
and is dated 5-9-1970 and so are Ext. M 8, M 9 and M 10 
dated 17/21-12-1970, 17/19-1-1972 and 20/23-5-1972 

respectively. Ext, M 11 is the letter addressed to the 
Assistant Labour Commissioner (C), Dhanbad and is dated 
1 1/12-1-1972 and was signed by the Chief Mining Engineer 
regarding the case of the concerned workman. 

11. On -behalf of the workmen four documents were 
filed Ext. W 1 is a letter dated 8/11-4-1965 and is addres- 
sed to the concerned workman by the Chief Mining Engi- 
neer, This exhibit refers to an application dated 15-3-65 
made by Shri Safait requesting for the of tracto shovel 
operator and further states that since Shri Safait’s perfor- 
mance in a test /interview conducted in the past for the 
post of Tracto Shovel Opeiator was not found upto the 
mark, it was not possible to consider his case for promotion. 
Ext. W 2 is another letter dated 1/2-9-1969 addressed to 
Shri Safait by the Chief Mining Engineer and refers to the 
application of the concerned workman dated 25-8-1969 
requesting for the job of Tracto Shovel Operator and men- 
tions that a trade test of the helpers working with Tracto 
Shovel would be taken and lhat the witness may appear 
at that lest, and the person who conies out successful will 
be considered for acting as Tracto Shovel Operator in order 
of seniority. Ext. W 2 describes Shri Safait as Tracto 
Shovel Helper. F.xt. W 3 is a letter dated 27-7-1967 
addressed to the concerned workman by the Mu lin- 
ger of Coal Washing Plant, Jamadoba and in this 
letter Shri Safait is addressed as a Hull Dozer Operator of 
the Coal Washing Plant. Ext, W 4 is dated 6-9-1971 and 
is addressed to two workmen namely Shri Safait and “Shri 
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Bsrhan” regarding Grievance Form III and is signed by 
the Chairman of the Group Joint Grievance Committee 

No. 3. 

12. f have heard the representatives of the parties. 

13. Shri S. S, Mukherjee. appearing for the employers, 
has raised a preliminary objection contending that the 
Central Government was not the “appropriate Government" 
under section 2(a)(1) of the Industrial Disputes Act to make 
a reference in iespect of the present dispute. The argument 
of Mr. Mukherjee is that the Central Coal Washing Plant is 
neither an “industry carried on by or under the authority of 
the Central Government" nor "mine” and as such an indust- 
rial dispute relating to the Central Coal Washing Plant 
would fall within the sphere of the State Government of 
Bihar as per section 2(a) (ii) of the Industrial Disputes 
Act. 

14. The term “appropriate Government” is defined in 
section 2(a) (i) of the Industrial Disputes Act as “in relation 
to any industrial dispute concerning any industry carried on 
by or under the authority of the Central Government, or 

a mine” and under section 2(a) (ii) in relation 

to any other industrial dispute the State Government. 

15. The question, therefore, is whether the Central Coal 
Washing Plant is a mine as defined in the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act. Shri Ram Mitra placed reliance on the definition 
of a “Coal Mine" as given in the Coal Mines Provident 
Fund and Bonus Scheme (Amendment) Act, 1965. Under 
Clause XII of that definition a Plant is included in a 
“Coal Mine". But the definition of a “coal mine” in the 
Coal Mines Provident Fund and Bonus Scheme (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1965 is totally irrelevant for the purpose of nn 
industrial dispute under the Industrial Disputes Act because 
section 2 (lb) of the Industrial Disputes Act defines a mine 
and says "mine” “means a mine as defined in clause (j) of 
sub-section (i) of section 2 of the Mines Act, 1952.” So, 
wc have to look to the definition of the “Mine” as defined 
under the Mines Act, 1952. Section 2(j) of the Mines Act, 
1952 defines a mine thus: “Mine”, “means any excavation 
where any operation for the purpose of searching for or 
obtaining minerals has been or is being carried on, and 
includes: —

(vi) all adits, levels, planes, machinery, works railways, 
tramways and sidings, in or adjacent to and belong- 
ing to a mine; 

(vii) all workshops situated within the precincts of a 
mine and under the same management and used 
solely for the purposes connected with that mine or 
a number of mines under the same management; 

(viii) 

(ix) 

(x) unless exempted by the Centra] Government by 

notification in the official Gazette, any premises 
or part thereof, in or adjacent to and belonging 

to a mine, on which any process ancillary to the 
getting, dressing or preparation for the sale of 

minerals or of coke is being carried on;” 

16. In the present reference there is no evidence lhat the 
Central Coal Washing Plant is either within the precincts of 
a mine or is adjacent to and is belonging to a 
mine, No evidence on this point has been led by the 

workmen. On the other hand it is in evidence of Iqbal 

Mahmood. M. W 1, the Manager of the Central Coal Wash- 
ing Plant, that ihc Central Coal Washing Plant is not situated 
in the premises of the Jamadoba Colliery of M/s. Tata Iron 
and Steel Co. There is also no evidence that the Central 
Coal Washing Plant is adjacent to or belongs to a mine. 
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17. Section 17 of the Mines Act, 1952 deals with 
Manageis of *i mine and runs as follows: — 

"Save as may be otherwise prescribed every mine shall 
be under one manager who shall have the pres- 
cribed qualifications and shall be responsible for 
the control, management, (supervision), and direc- 
tion of the mine, and the owner or agent of every 
mine shall appoint himself or some other person, 
having such qualifications, to be such manager".

18. We get from the deposition of Shri Lqbal Mahmood, 
M.W. 1, who is the Manager of the Central Coal Washing 
Plant that he does not possess any mine manager’s certi- 
ficate of competency and further states that his predecessor. 
Dr, Safi, also did not possess any mine manager's certificate 
of competency. No evidence to the contrary has been led 
by the workmen. Shri Ram Mitra contended that since 
the Chief Mining Engineer could issue letters to the employees 
of the Central Coal Washing Plant as Chief Mining Engineer 
and not as Chief Executive Officer and since the employees 
of the collieries also work in the Central Coal Washing 
Plant and also since the standing orders applicable to the 
employees of the collieries arc also applicable to the work- 
men of the Central Coal Washing Plant, it must be pre- 
sumed that the Central Coal Washing Plant is a mine within 
the meaning of the definition as contained in the Mines 
Act, 1952. But no such presumption can be drawn as the 
Central Coal Washing Plant does not fulfill the requisites of 
the definition of a “mine” as contained in the Mines Act, 
1952. Apart from this we find from Ext. Ml that the 
Coal Washing Plant or the “Central Washery" was licensed 
by a licence granted by the Chief Inspector of Factories, 
Bihar under the provisions of section 6 of the Bihar Factories 
Act and also under Rules 4 and 7 of the Rules framed 
under the Bihar Factories Act. Ext. Ml is on form ]V as 
contained in the Rules framed under the Bihar Factories 
Act. This is an additional ground to show that the Central 
Coal Washing Plant is not a mine within the meaning of a 
mine as defined in the Mines Act, 1952. On the other hand 
we find that the Central Coal Washing Plant has been re- 
cognised as a Factory under the provisions of Bihar Factories 
Act and Rules, 

19. In the result the preliminary objection raised by Shri 

S. S. Mukherjee as regards the competency of the Cential 
Government to have made the present reference prevails 
and, I, therefore, hold that the Central Government was 
not the appropriate Government to refer for adjudication 
the industiial dispute involved in this reference and the 
present reference is, therefore, incompetent In view of the 
tact that the preliminary objection raised by Shri S. S. 
Mukherjee prevails, it is not necessary to go into the merits of 
the case. This is my award,

2. For Clause 34 of the Cochin Dock Workers (Regu- 
lation of Employment) Scheme, 1959 the following shall be 
substituted, namely :* — 

“34, Payment of Wages when work is not available 
after engagement.— When a worker in the reserve 
pool presents himself for work and for any reason 
the work for which he has attended cannot com- 
mence or proceed and no alternative work can be 
found for him by the said employer vide clause 33 
of this Scheme, he may be returned by the said 
employer and sent back to the Call -Stand within 
2 houis of his attending for work. The worker or Wor- 
kers so returned shall, wait at the Call-Stand through- 
out the shift and accept any other employment in the 
same shift that may be offered by the Admlnistia- 
tive Body. If no work is offered he shall be en- 
titled for the disappointment money on the basis 
of one full lime rate wage including dearness 
-illowancc and other allowances. Where work is 
offered he shall be entitled for piece rate wages 
for work done and for the rest of the period of 
the shift time rate wage as idle wage.”
